“It will give the judges @ means

no value in enforcing the. law.” 

Doran discounted objections 
raised against the bill by certain 
frys because it removes the pres- 
ent mandatory jall sentences., The 
mandatory jail sentence provision 
could well be. discarded, ‘Doran 
said.
